MONTREAL, March 5.—It is stated on the 
best authority that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has instructed Sir Charles Tupper to 
enter into a conference with the Hon. Mr. 
Harvey, representing Newfoundland, with 
whom will be associated a representative of 
the British Government to be hereafter 
named, with a view toa settlement of all 
matters of controversy between Canada and 
Newfoundland, pending which itis under- 
stood thatan agreement has been reached 
that on Newfoundiand modifying the heavy 
duties imposed last year on imports from 
Canada, the Dominion Government will re- 
move the duty levied in retaliation upon fish 
imported into Canada from Newfoundland. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


PORTUGUESE GRAIN DUTIES LOWERED—LUDWIG 
Iv. ILL. 

LisBox, March 5.—The Government has 
issued a decree granting permission to 
traders toimport 60,000 tons of wheat at a 
duty of 1% reis per kilo. This reduction from 
the normal duty on the grain is equivalent to 
aloss of $1,000,000 tothetreasury. The ob- 
ject of the decrease in the duty is to prevent 
a rise inthe price of the cereal here through 
the purchase of large amounts of foreign 
wheat at the present rate of exchange. It is 
estimated that this measure will stimulate 
the cultivation of wheatin this country and 
eventuate in Portugal growing enough of the 
grain to supply her own needs.

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 

BERLIN, March 5.—ihe Grand Duke of 
Hesse has had a stroke of paralysis that has 
affected the entire right side ofhis body. His 
condition {ts critical. LudwigIV. the reign: 
ing Grand Duke of Hesse, was born on Sept. 
12, 1837. He succeededto thethrone on the 
death of his uncle, Grand Duke Ludwig Ll., 
on June 13, 1877. On July 1, 1862, he married 
Princess Alice, second daughter of Queen 
Victoria, who died Dec. 14, 187%. His eldest 
daughter, Princess Victoria, married Prince 
Ludwig of Battenberg; his second daughter, 
Prinvess Elizabeth, married the Grand Duke 
Sergius of Kussia, while his third daughter, 
Princess Irene, married Prince Henry of 
Prussia. There is yet another daughter, 
Princess Alice, who was born June 6, 1872. 
The heirtothe thronets Prince Ernest Lud- 
wig, the Grand Duke’s only son, who was 
born Nov. 25, 1865.

THE SCUDDER TRIAL 


Sanity Inquiry Hampered by the Law’s 
Delay. 


EVIDENCE SHOWING THAT THE DOCTOR 
WAS A MORPHINE EATER. 


Progress of Chicago’s Sensation—Train 
Robber Perry Attempts to Escape— 
An Electric Alarm Swindler—Ab- 
sconder Capturel—A Tough’s Double 
Crime—The Coldwater Bank Robbery. 


CHICAGO, March 5.—For another week at 
least the question of Dr. Henry Martyn Scud- 
der’s sanity will be undecided, owing to the 
protection afforded him by the law’s delay. 
Evidence to the effect that he isa victim of 
the morphine habit and kindred infirmities is 
accumulating and is likely to form .much of 
the testimony introduced by his friends to 
prove his irresponsibility. The fact that all 
efforts are being turned tow ard proving that 
he is insane andthat noefforts is made to 
deny that he committed the murder as 
charged must be considered asa virtual ad- 
mission of his guilt. 

Adding tothe weight of evidence going to 
prove the guiltof Dr. Henry M. Scudder in 
murdering his mother-in-law, Mrs. F. H. 
Dunton, comes the fact that he had actually 
so far planned the crime that he could and 
did make announcement of her death before 
itcame to pass. From Wm. BE. Clarke, Jr., 
who is an attorney at room 611 of the First Na- 
tional Bank building, it is learned that Dr. 
Scudder secured a continuance of a case 
against him before Justice Foster by saying 
that his mother in-law was dead, though it 
was the day previous to her violent death. 
Mr. Clarke is the attorney for E. M. Whittle, 
who had Dr. Scudder arrested for assault two 
weeks ago. 

The afidaviton which Justice Brayton is- 
sued the warrant forthe arrestof Dr. Scud- 
uer reads as follows: 

STATE OF ILLINOIS, COUNTY OF COOK, 88.—Han- 
nahdohnsomt, being duly sworn. says she was 8 
domestic serving in the family of Frank H. Duntoa 
on the 21st day of Febrwary last; that on that das, at 
42 Aldine Square, in the said county, she waited on 
Mrs. Elizabeth Dunton; thet about 8:45 o’ciock in 
the morning the seid Elizabeth Dunton was up and 
dressed and sitting in a reclining chair between 
her bed and a small table upon 
which deponent placed ther breakfast, ana 
Mrs. Dunton was reading the newspaper; that at 
this time no other person except Betty, the nurse, 
was in the room; that at her request the nurse took 
the milk down-stairs to warm; that deponent alse left 
the room; that when she (the deponent) returned to 
the room afterseven minutes, as she ascended the 
Stairs she heard a noise, Mr. 
Standing bent down and 
and that Dr. Scucder 
was standing with his 
back to the stairs and witheone hand was striking 
Mrs. Dunton vioiently.but with what lnostrument she 
did not see; that Mr. Dunton, who nad come from an 
aijoining room, end Mrs. Dunton were screaming; 
that Dunton was sick, hardly ablieto getup. He 
came toward Mrs. Dunton. Scudder shoved him 
back very hard. Scudder’s hands were bloody and 
left the print of his hand in blood on Mr. Dunton’s 
night clothing. Scudder, in avery excited andangry 
voice, told Dunton he could held her (Mrs. 
Dunton) alone. Mre. Dunton was stili on her 
feet when Scudder pushed Mr. Dunton, as above 
stated. She(Mrs. Dunton) did not fall until after 
Scadder struck Mr. Dunton, whea she fell upon the 
floor with her head pear the door. Her head wag 
bleeding prefusely. That she feil 2 the foor aad 
did not fall agaterr “that could tnjare ber 
head; that deponent told Betty, the nurse, who is 
her cousin, immediately after what she saw. The 
deponent was shocked and frightened at what had 
happened.

In 
the summer of 1883 the bank was robbed at 
noon of the Lewis diamonds, valued at $10,000, 
for which Joe Howard was convicted and 
sentenced to ten years imprisonment.

Address of Anti-Hill Men to the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee. 


CLEVELAND BLAMED FOR PRECIPITAT- 
ING THE NEW YORE “MESS.” 


Gov. Russell ora Western Man Could Be 
Elected—An Attempt to Boom the New 
York Senator Coughed Down-—Gov. 
Gray’s Territory Sacred From Inva- 
sion—Case Without a Precedent, 


New Yorx,. March 5.—Every member of 
the National Democratic Committee will re- 
ceive in the next few daysa letter approved 
by the Provisional Committee of the anti- 
Hill party in this State. This letter declares 
in effect that the anti- Hill Democrats are not 
wedded to Cleveland and will accept any 
good Democrat who can carry New York, 
They will contest the Hill delegation chosen 
atthe mid-winter Albany conyention, be- 
cause it does not represent New York 
Democracy. The most important declara- 
tion in the letter is that Clevelandis himself 
to be blamed for the ‘‘mess’’ in which the 
party has got itself. 

The letter was written originally to Dr. 
W. A. Anderson, a prominent Cleveland 
Democrat from Wisconsin. When read to 
other membDers of the committee, it was ap- 
proved by Mr. Whitney, ex-Mayor Grace, 
E. Elery Anderson, ex-Secretary Fairchild 
and others, and coples were ordered to be 
sent to every member of the Democratic 
National Committee. It declares that thou- 
sands of Democrats are opposed to Hill, re- 
gardless of Cleveland. The letter continues: 

**If the contesting delegation is thrown out 
at Chicago and Ilill ls nominated, we cannot 
answer for the result, Clevelandand nearly 
all the leaders will probably support the 
ticket, but there are many men who are little 
inclined to submit any further to the imposi- 
tions practiced for the past few years. These 
men rightly regard the Hill convention a 
proceeding which would be set aside in a 
court of law for fraud and duress. In some 
counties these men have held off from the 
contesting movement for the avowed reason 
that they want to see Hil! nominated so as to 
finish him forever. The majority against him 
in this State would be anywhere from 50,000 to 
100 ,000 votes. 

‘If Cleveland or any leading man of his 
wing of the party is nominated and an or- 
ganization of the State Committee forced, 
the opposition within the party would be a 
Nobody really cares for Hill, 
and his whole strength comes from the fact 
that he is supposedtobe ‘in it.” Tammany 
is held together by a mere handful of leaders, 
and even with them, except in the case or 
Bourke Cockran, it is doubtful whether there 
is an atom of personal feeling for Hill. 

‘*A contest will not injure Cleveland If the 
trouble is taken in other parts of the country 
to investigate the real situation tn New York. 
Whether it does injure him or not cannot 
affect the movement. Probably he is 
responsible for letting them (the Hill man- 
nants) get his friends into sucha bad mess. 
Of course it would be safer to nominate the 
man who stands the best chance of carrying 
otber States than New York, whether he be 
Cleveland or ‘somebody else. Cleveland 
would probably poii the most vates here, as 
his great outside strength would cause the 
Murphy-Hillmen to run to cover. but it 
would be as well to nominate a good Western 
candidate or Gov. Russell, 

‘*In fact, we have not voted yet, and we 
claim the same right to contest at a national 
convention which our adversaries practiced 
when they contested county and State con- 
ventions. We claim to stand on precedent 
and we claimthat our opponents are irrecu- 
lar. We are rapidly gathering in the old Til- 
cen leaders, and if our movement develops 
as it has promised lately there will be no 
cifficulty in provingin Chicago that we rep- 
resent the Democratic party of the State.’

A Thirty-Mile Limit Would Be No Barrier 


to Poachers—Prof. Elliott Says One Seas a 
son’s Work Would Olear the Seas of , 


Seals—Preparations for Wholesale 
Slaughter. 


NEw YORK, March 5.—A Washington correge © ‘g 


pondent regards the sealing problem quite 
gravely, telegraphing his paper thus: If the 
London dispatch to-day touching the sealing 
question in Behring sea is authentic, and the

then it canbe said on excellent authority 
that the fur seal rookeries of our Government 
in the Problioff Islands is doomed to complete 
annihilation next season. Itis etated thag 
Lord Salisbury refuses to renew the present 
modus vivendi pending the arbitration pro» 
ceedings, but will agree toa lmitation of 
some thirty miles around the sealing islands, 
This ig a manifest absurdity on itsface, It 
means nothing inthe way of protection for 
the nursing females. Female seals on the 
islands range, in search of fo004, over 
@ radius of twoand three hundred miles in 


the sea around the rookeries, and the sealer . 


will find more females 100 miles out from the 
——— in Behring Sea than he will thirty 
miles, 

If thie is the decision of Great Britain then 
there is no use of further attempts on our 
part to save these interests from utter ruin, 
Congress should at once take notice of this 
result of the conference, which has been 
locked up in stupid secreacy at the State 
Department during the last three weeks. A 
bill should be promptly passed which will 
repealthe restriction which now prevents 
the slaughter or molestation of female seals 
on the islands. 

The correspondent asked Prof. Elitott, the 
recognized authority on the Iife and habits of 
the seale, who spent many seasons in Belhr- 
ing senasa Government agent investigat- 
ing the whole matter, to give a statement ag 
to the effect ofthe English ultimatum. The 
professor said: 

**If the alleged ultimatum istruethe ruin 
and extermination of the fur seal is at hand, 
Unless the modus vivend! is renewed the 
poachers will Kill practically all the seals left 
on the Islands. tThe law now protects these 
islands by prohibiting the lessees from killing 
or molesting any of the seals, and the Goy- 
ernment hasa large force there to see that 
the law ls obeyed, The seals, as they exist 
there to-day, are in the ratio of forty females 
toone male. All the surplus male life that 
can be teken under the terms of the 
law next year will not number 40,000 seals, 
Right on the ground by them rest 600 
males. Large as this number is, itis on 
one-third of what I located on the rook 
sixteen yearsago. Thef come Kk 
islands, give birthto their pur 1 
nurse them for four months, ¢oming and go- 
ing constantly in search of food for a distance 
of 20 or #0 miles. They spread out in seok- 
ing fish and cover an immense field, 

Shutting the pelagic fleet out thirty miles 
would not prevent the sealers from getting 
as g00d a chance of killing these nursin 
mothersas though t hers were allo 
to hunt within three miles of the shore. One 
hundred and twenty vessels, manned by/2,000 
men, pext summer will destroy the herd 
without oiling within fifty miles of the 
isiands. ‘The pups will starve and there will 
not be enough seals to develop a herd of comi- 
mercial value fortwenty years. 

‘‘Oongress,’" Mr. Eilott continued, 
‘‘should ascertain at once whether this 

roposition of Lord Salisbury is final or not, 

f itis, abill should be passed immediately 
repealing the law oy gaa the kill of 
female seals on theislands. Ifthe Ca jan 
and American poachers are to be allowed 
to kill the female seals within thirty miles of 
the islands the law-abiding Americans on the 
islands ought to be allow a chance to get 
their share. The poachers will pay the Gov- 
ernment nothing, but for every seal killed on 
the islands the Government gets a tax of $10, 
This money should form a fund for the main- 
tenance of the unfortunate natives of the 
seal islands, who are wholly dependent upon 
this industry.’’

W. L. Holloway’s Lawyers Raise Several 
More Legal Points. 


THE HABEAS CORPUS TRIAL GOES OVER 
TILL MONDAY. 


— 


An Attempt by the Prisoner’s Counsel to 
Induce the Court to Question the Ac- 
tion of the Two Governors and Also 
Pass on the Alabama Proceedings in 
the Case. 


W. L. Holloway, whom Sheriff C. D. M. 
Young is trying to take back to Alabama 
for trial on the charge of obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses, is out on bail. Judge 
Withrow will resume the hearing of the 
lawyers’ argument in the habear corpus 
proceedings Monday. 

Holloway will sleep at home to-night for 
the first time since Wednesday, 
when he was arrested the second 
time after Gov. Francis had 
refused to withdraw the requisition he had 
issued atthe request of Gov. Jones of Ala- 
bama. Thursday and Friday the habeas 
corpus proceedings instituted by Chester H. 
Krum to prevent the Alabama sheriff from 
tryiag Holloway down South, were before 
Judge Fisher, This morning the whole mat- 
ter cameup afresh before Judge Withrow. 
Chiefof Detectives William Desmond, De- 
tective Ziegler and Sheriff Young brought 
Holloway into court and sat near him. Judge 
Withrow came into court promptly at 10 
o’clock and as soon as court had opened sald: 

‘*‘Are the parties ready to proceed inthe 
habeas corpus case?’’ 

Attorney Krum advanced, saying: 

‘*Mr. Bishop represents the respondents in 
this matter, Your Honor, and I understand 
he will be here in a moment with his re- 
turn.’’ 

**Is he here?’’ 

**He is preparing it now.’’ 

A wait of five minutes, and State’s Repre- 
sentative Orrick C. Bishop appeared with 
some of the return papers, the ink just 
dried. Chief of Detectives Desmond came 
up to him, as he stood at the desk of Clerk 
Charles McEntire, and signed the return to 
be made by him. Assistant Police Chief 
Patrick Reedy, acting in the place of Chief 
Harrigan, had sent hisreturn by Mr. Bishop 
and come with him into court. 

‘*‘Iwishto state, your Honor,’’ said Mr. 
Bishop, ‘‘that I have not yet made out the 
return of Sheriff Young. It will take me only 
five minutes to do that.’’ 

**Then l wish to file a denial of the re- 
turns,’’ said Mr. Krum. 

State’s Representative Bishop and Attor- 
ney Krum sat down at separate tables and 
their pens few over their sheets of yellow 
paper. Mr. Bishop interrupted his work 
once to stand up and say: 

‘*I’ll state, Your Honor; that these returns 
raise tne question of jurisdiction,’’ 

MADE A NEW MOVE. 

Judge Withrow andthe spectators waited 
impatiently five minutes more. The attor- 
neys finished their work at the same time. 
Mr. Bishop called forward to the Clerk’s 
desk Sherlif Youngand Mr. Krum beckoned 
to Holloway. Both men signed the returns 
made for them. 

**Proceed, gentiemen,’’ then said the 
Judge, a little impatiently, ‘‘and do not 
waste time,’’ 

Attorney Krum then took a bundle of 
papers handed to him by his associate coun- 
sel, Albert C. Davis. 

‘**‘Iwishto introduce as evidencea tran- 
script of the matter on which the Governor’s 
warrant was issued,’’ he said. 

Mr. Bishop wason his feet in an instant. 
**I object,’’ he said. 

There Was a pause; 
asked Judge Withrow. 

**That it is incompetent,’’ said Mr. Bishop. 
‘*This court can’t go behind the Governor’s 
warrant.’’ 

Judge Withrow decided to let Mr. 
on, reserving temporarily his ruling. The 
prisoner’s attorne then introduced the 
pagese whose presehtation to Guv. Francis 

iad caused his warrant for Holloway’sarrest 
to be issued, and the constitution ofthe State 
of Alabama, Then he made his points. 
THE CHARGE AGAINST HOLLOWAY. 

The constitution of Alabama, he said, pro- 
vided that no proceeding should take piace 
against a person charged with a felony, ex- 
cept by indictment. The papers issued by 
the Governor were based on an affidavit made 
before a judge ofan Alabamacourt. The 
atlidavit sought tocharge the commission of 
felony. The proceedings in Alabama were 
absolutely a nullity, as no offense was 
charged. The affidavit absolutely charged 
no offense whatever under any law known to 
any clvilized community. 

The attorney read the affidavit made by 8S. 
R. Cotton, the accuser, before Judge E. M. 
Russell of the Morgan County Court. It al- 
leged that the prisoner 

Did faisely pretend to 8S. R. Cotton, with intent to 
defraud, that he, W. L. Holloway, bad at the office 
of the Southern Express Co.in Decatur, Ala., $800 
worth of books at retail prices to deliver to said 8. 
R, Cotton, and by means of said false pretenses ob- 
tained of said 8, R. Cotton $300 in money. 

'State’s Representative Bishop repeated his 
objection to the Court’s going behind the 
Governor’s warrant, and read the aMidavitito 
Chief of Detectives Desmond, in which the 
court’s jurisdiction over the case was denied 
generally. Hethen called the attention of 
the Judge tothe fact that the prisoner was 
not to be tried on the affidavit, which was 
issued only by a committing magistrate. 
The Alabama law that a person 
could be proceeded against for a 
felony only through an indictment held in 
Missourialso. It meant and had been always 
held to mean that a prisoner could not 
be proceeded against to a conviction. 

Mr. Krum cited authorities to show thatthe 
court could inquire into the circumstances of 
the arrest, eyen to the right ef the Gov- 
ernor’s action in the State that wanted the 
prisoner. Judge Withrow began to examine 
the authorities lying on his desk, reading ex- 
tracts from them. There was another 

ause while he read. When he ceased 

ir. Krum filpped over the corners of the 

law books lying on the table by him, put his 
hands tn his pockets, and made the point he 
had pressed upon Judge Fisher the day 
before, that the Sheriff_or Marshal and not 
the police should have arrested Holloway on 
Gov. Francis’ warrant. He said Judge 
Fisher had declared that he had no doubt 
that the police should not have arrested the 
man, 

‘‘Judge Fisher did not make this state- 
ment as ree” as that, your Honor,’’ said 
Mr. Bishop. ‘‘He said it was a question with 
him. He was more concerned about the 
matter of jurisdiction, and was glad enough 
to get out of it.’’ 

‘‘I do not think that point ts so important 
asthe other,’’ said the Judge. ‘‘*The ques- 
tion with me is as tothe Court’s power to go 
into the matter beforethe Governor’s war- 
rant was issued, and as to the Alabama pro- 
ceedings.’’ 

Mr. Bishop warned the court of the danger 
of undertaking to go back of the ministerial 
and semi-judicial action of the Governor.

OF ADVANTAGE TO 8ST, LOUIS, 


Railroad Discrimination Against This City 
Corrected. 


For some time past the St. Louis dealers in 
seed, especially those in millet and flaxseed, 
have been working under a disadvantage as 
compared to Kansas City, dueto unjust raill- 
road discrimination, and the trade of the 
latter place inthisline has been bullt upat 
the expense of St. Louls. The method by 
which this was done is what !s Known among 
railroad menasrebilling. This was allowed 
the Kansas City merchants and refused those 


of St. Louis. If a Kansas City grain dealer 
represented to the railroads that he had re- 
ceived acertain lot of seed from a Western 
int, the road would allow the shipment of 
t east, for instance to 8t. Louls, at the same 
proportionate rate as if shipped direct. The 
rates direct from Kansas City are 20 cents a 
hundred to 8t. Louis, but by the rebilling 
rocess are reduced to 18% cents. The 8t. 
uis dealers wishing to ship east had to 
the same rate whether the seed originated ar 
this point or had been brought from the 
West, and thus were placed at a great dis- 
advantage. Many complaints have been 
made without effect, but at last the railroad 
lines have agreed to correct the injustice. 
In the early part of the week the Weste 
Freight Association entered into an agreement 
to stop the rebilling privilege as regards all 
commodities except grain and its products, 
under which are classed flour, meal and bran, 
This agreement shuts out hay, potatoes, flax- 
seed, millet, sorghum seed and castor Deans, 
which willin future bave to pay full rates 
from Kansas City. southern shipments of 
Nebraska and Kansas seeds will be diverted 
to St. Louis, and the resultant Increasein the 
St. Louis trade is calculated by Kansas City 
men themselves to amount to 4,000 car loadsa

About the most emphatir 
protest was that registered by Ferguson of 
Lafayette County. He said the people of hy 
county would resent any action. that wouly 
tie them on to Jackson County to use 
them to rollup majorities for Kansas City 
candidates. Other spokesmen for the County 
referred tothe treatment Kansas (City gave 
a Lafayette County man who was now!nated 
for Congress yoarsago. Though -Lafayette 
rolied up a big Democratic majority, Kansas 
City knifed him and sent Warner out of 
Jackson County with something like 4, 
majority.

Taylor Outrage. 


HE WAS IN SEDALIA THE NIGHT THE As. 
SAULT WAS COMMITTED,

ANegro Answering His Description Also 
Filed om & Passing Freight Train One 
Hour After the Orime—Tracked to 
Texas—Excitement Over His Expected 
Capture. 4 


SrpaALIA, Mo., March §.—There is now 
bardly a doubt that the police are onthe 
right track in the Taylor outrage and robpery 
case. Ex-convict ‘*‘Jim’’ Davis of Clinton, 
Mo,, is believed by allto be the negro brute 
who criminally assaulted Mrs. Chas. G. 
Taylor in the presence of her husband on the 
nightor Tuesday, Feb. 28. The circumstan- 
tial evidence implicating Davis as the guilty 
man is almost without a flaw, and the Posr- 
DIsPaATCH Correspondent is now the first to be 
able to give that evidence, link by link, as it 
i¢ now gathered in the hands of the secret 
service department of the M., K. &T. R. R, 
and the Sedalia police, 

The fact of ex-convict Davis's disappear- 
ance from his home at Clinton on the Mon. 
day nicht just preceding the Sedalia out- 
rage, and of his failure to reappear there 
since the commission of that diabolical 
crime, has already been published. Rut, 
until to-day, it has not been given out that 
“Jim’’ Davis was seen and recognized in 
sedalla on the very night that young Mrs. 
Taylor was assaulted, that he is known to 
heve boarded a passing freight train at 2 
o'clock a. m, of Wednesday, Feb, 24, only 
one bour after that assault, that he was seen 
toleave that train at Nevada, Mo., also on 
Wednesday, and that he has been traced 
step by step to Texas since that time. 

Itisnow said to be @ dead certainty that 
Davis will be located and captured either at 
some polntinthe Indian Territory, or that, 
doublingon bis tracks, he will go back to 
atehison, Kan., @ favorite haunt of his, 
where Officers are also now in waiting on the 
chance of histurning upatthat place. The 
only open question in the minds of the M., K. 
& 7. secret service men who are tracking the 
neero ex-convict is whether he will be 
captured dead or alive, 

THE DAVIS CLUE. 

This question arises owing to the well- 
known Gesperate character of the negro. As 
soon as Chief Special Agent John J. Kinney 

the M., K. & T. Secret Service was put in 
possession of the startlingevidence, connect- 
ing ‘‘Jim’’ Davis with the Sedalia outrage 
heeawthathe hada boldand daring crim- 
inal to follow, one who would not allow him- 

if to be easily taken intocustody. Without 
making public the Davis clue, Kinney, an- 
nouncing that he had received important 
news from Detective Taylor at Denison, 
Tex., left Sedalia hurriediy on iast 
Wednesday for Denison, and has 
himself joined in the pursuit of Davis in that 
section. Since then only one telegram has 
been received in Sedalia from Kinney. It 
came to hand late yesterday afternoon, and 
announced positively that he was on the 
richt track, and that the Davis clue was a 
straight one.

THE PENIGON ROBBERY. 

Hardly had this result of the search been 
reached than there came the news of the 
robbery at Denison, Tex., of Misses Cora 
Shields and Bertie Hull by a negro who en- 
tered their rooms through the window. 
The description of the negro given by 
those ladies tallied exactly with that of Jim 
Davis and with the description given by Mrs. 
Taylor of the negro who assaulted ber. But 
still further identification was given by the 
fact that the Denison robber also threatened 
the two with a knife and 
revolver, the language he 
used to intimidate them was singularly 
like that used by the brute who committed 
the outrage on Mrs. Taylor. Detective 
Taylor of the M., K. & T. secret service was 
at once hurried to Denison, and it was to 
work in conjunction with him that Chief 
at ee Agent Kinney hastily left Sedalia last 

ednesday night. The Texas police and the 
mounted police of New Mexico have been 
supplied with fulland accurate descriptions 
of the negro. Special Agent Kinney has 
also flooded the Indian Territory 
with descriptive circulars, and it 
is thought almost impossibie for 
fugitive to escape. One especial fact con- 
vincing the officers that the Denison negro is 
the man who committed the assault on Mrs.
